The Office Action 

Claims 1-3 and 6-8 were pending in the application. 

Applicants gratefully acknowledge the indication of allowance related to 
claims 6-8. 

Claims 1-3 stand rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting. 

Claims 1-3 further stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). 

All Claims Remaining in the Application are Allowable 

Claims 1-3 have been canceled from further consideration in this application. 
Applicants do reserve the right to further prosecute these claims in a further 
application. 

The cancellation of claims 1-3 obviate the rejection based on double 
patenting and obviousness under 35 U.S. C. § 103.
